Schwartz Resigns

Due to an unresolved grie- 
vance with the Sir George ad- 
ministration concerning salary, 
part-time lecturer David Sch- 
wartz has resigned, effective 
last Tuesday, November 20. 
Schwartz was teaching three 
sections in Political Science 
N231.0 (Public Law) and a half 
section in the Engineering Fa- 
culty (Eng. 501, Economics and 
Law). He will complete the half 
course in the Engineering Fa- 
culty but a replacement is to be 
named for the three sections of 


Political Science he was tea- 
ching. 
As a part-time lecturer 


Schwartz received $4250 for the 
three full sections and one half 
section he taught. He explains 
that; “lam not adequately paid 
for the workload | carry. | am not 
paid foraload which is thesame 
as a full time professor's.” 
Prior to his’ resignation 
Schwartz met with Dean of Arts 
lan Campbell and the spirit of 
their conversation was as fol- 
lows: Campbell told Schwartz 
he was a good teacher and that

Hellenics

The Hellenic Society of Sir 
George Williams University 
have decided to cancel their 
planned activities for the week 
Dec 3—8 in an effort to draw 
attention to the plight of their 
fellow students in Greece. 
Greek students took over the 
Polytechnical Institute in Ath- 
ens last week, protesting the 
lack of student rights and the 
military dictatorship. Their sit- 
in was subsequently broken-up 
when armed troops and tanks 
entered the city at dawn and 
Surprised the peacefully de- 
monstrating students, killing 
four and injuring many others. 


The next few days saw minor 
demonstrations with city buses 
being overturned. Two Swedish 
tourists were killed and the 
death toll rose to eighteen. Self- 
proclaimed President Papado- 
poulos decreed martial law in 
his country postponing the stu- 
dents’ hopes for a more demo- 
cratic Greece indefinitely. The 
Hellenic Society has_ also 
drawn-up a petition that stu- 





they (the administration) would 
like to keep him on staff but that 
there was no money available. 

As a teacher Schwartz’s aca- 
demic qualifications are excel- 
lent, withaB.A. from Queens, a 
B.C.L. from McGill and an 
L.L.M. from Harvard. His 27 
years of teaching experience at 
Sir George also reflect his 
unique statuS compared to 
other part-time lecturers. Sch- 
wartz’s service to the university 
community is evidenced by his 
efforts to establish a program of 
legal aid for students and its 
development into a permanent 
operation. 

Schwartz feels that the uni- 
versity is not holding out for 
purely financial reasons. He 
also believes that the university 
has become mechanistic and 
deadly, and unconcerned with 
students. 

The situation is a difficult one 
indeed. Schwartz’s 27 years of 
service, experience and popula- 
rity with his students (evi- 
denced by a petition) is unques- 
tionably meritorious, but, with 
his experience surely he was

“Dr. Steve Robbins” 
Dear Sir: 

On the front page of the 
business section of a recent 
Saturday Gazette a_ startling 
article started like this: 

“Are you one of the millions 
of employees bored, disinte- 
rested and fatigued by work? 

Do you work solely for the 
pay cheque at week’s end? 

If you fit the bill, an antidote 
for workaday blues looms on 
the horizon, according to Dr. 
Steve Robbins, assistant pro- 
fessor and chairman of the 
management school of Sir 
George Wiliams University.” 

The rest of the article went on 
explaining carefully Dr. Rob- 
bin’s theory: it consists of 
taking a pill or having an injec- 
tion at the beginning of your day 
which will make your otherwise 
boring and alienating work be- 
come exciting and your anxiety- 
Causing work almost relaxing. 
At the end of the day another 
shot of a counter-agent would 
bring you back into your own 
skin. 

This type of system could 
also be used to “tranquilize” 
hyper-active school children. 

Dr. Robbins was very much 
aware of accusations of being 
an “industrial drug-pusher out 
to create pill-popping produc- 
tion-lines”. He objected that his 
theory is a “humanitarian-type 
endeavor to make the world 
better.” All through his article 
reservations and justifications 
are made in front of the obvious 
danger and the inflammable 


character of such a possibility. 
He emphasized that drugs 
shouldbe used only when all 
else fails. 

| do not question the good 
faith of Dr. Robbins, but | want 
to say that his theory is asymp- 
tom of a much larger, 
communal disease: that is to 
give up in front of a problem, 
instead of tackling it at its roots. 

What is the problem here? It 
is that many people work under 
intolerable conditions, often 
even sub-human, like punching 
a hole in through a sheet of 
metal, thousands of times a day 
for! don’t know how many years 
or working under constant un- 
necessary danger just to give a 
few examples. To think of using 
drugs, that is to change the 
people instead of the work as a 
solution is not to make the 
world better but to make_ it 
worse. It would also have de- 
vastating effects on the life out- 
side the work. 

To dope ourselves content in- 
side a situation we are not only 
unhappy with, but often mis- 
understood is preferring death 
to life. It is to prefer a comfor- 
table disease to a _ healthy 
struggle. 

And those who have control, 
those who reap the material 
gain from this work-and-buy 
game are the greatest victims. 
They think that to dope them- 
selves with money and power 
will allow them to really live 
their life. 

If they only knew....!

owe your 


meeting | raised strong objec- 
tions to amotion to adda by-law 
to the Association’s by-laws. 
The account of your reporter, 
Mr. Roy Ostling reads as 
follows: 

“Soren Lupu, Partial Represen- 
tative, objected strongly to this 
motion, stating it was ‘undemo- 
cratic’ and an _ ‘oversight 
because Council had already 
frozen the by-laws’. In_ fact 
Council had not changed exis- 
ting by-laws that were frozen, 
but had added one.” 

| would like to point out that 
when a set of by-laws is frozen, 
neither deletions, nor amend- 
ments may be made to the set in 
question. By definition, when a 
by-law is added, the set of by- 
laws is said to be amended. In 
this case, therefore, this addi- 
tion necessarily contradicts 
previous legislation freezing the 
by-laws. 

When the motion to freeze the 
by-laws was brought before 
council in a prior meeting, | ex- 
pressed reservations to the mo- 
tion, warning council that the 
freeze might later hamper their 
ability to administer the affairs 
of Council. However, disregar- 
ding my warning, council chose 
to freeze the by-laws. Now that 
their own legislation has caused 
an inconvenience, some council 
members have found it expedi- 
ent to simply ignore previous 
legislation, apparently with 
little concern for carrying out 
the affairs of council legally. 

This irresponsible attitude 
could not be tolerated by two 
council members present at the 
last meeting. As a result, both 
Executive Secretary Ms. Pat 
King and myself had disassoci- 
ated ourselves from the 
assembly before the question 
came to a vote. Accordingly, at 
the time of the vote, only six 
council members were in atten- 
dance, one short of the required 
Quorum of seven members. As 
a result, one cannot consider 
the motion in question at the 
time to have passed. 

In summary, Sir, we were pre- 
sented with an illegal motion 
which did not legally pass 
through council.

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SGWAUT’s Role 


and Dissension

The Concordian in a past 
issue dated November the 12th 
contained an article in which the 
personal views of Professor 
Michael Brian, Secretary of the 
Sir George Williams Associa- 
tion of University Teachers 
(SGWAUT) were presented. Bri- 
an stated that “the idea of 
SGWAUT is to further the 
members’ professional ends”, 
and that he considers improving 
the standards of teaching and 
scholarship within these ends. 

Professor Joseph Moule- 
doux, past President. of 
SGWAUT, contends that Brian 
as occupant of an executive 
office on SGWAUT, “must con- 
strain himself during his term of 
office and not speak personally 
on suc issue”. The following 
interview between Prof. Moule- 
doux and The CONCORDIAN’s 
News Editor deals with what 
Prof. Mouledoux believes to be 
the inherent dangers in Secre- 
tary Brian’s press statement 
including his conception of 
SGWAUT’s role. 

What is the basis of your 
criticism concerning Sect. Bri- 
an’s statement? 

“Prof. Michael Brian’s com- 
ments in TheCONCORDIAN of 
November 12, 1973, have not 
helped decrease the dissension 
within SGWAUT, rather they 
have contributed significantly 
to its increase. | do not say this 
because of the substance of his 
remarks concerning evaluation 
of teaching. My dismay is that 
Brian - while proclaiming that 
he was speaking personally, 
could comment on such an 
issue while holding office on 
the SGWAUT Executive.” 

What do you consider the role of 
such an executive officer to be? 

“It is my contention that the 
occupant of such an Office, 
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which must seek to accommo- 
date many differing views and 
demands emanating from this 
heterogeneous environment 
called the University, must 
constrain himself during his 
term of office and not speak 
“personally” on such issues. 
First, | believe that ‘it is 
impossible to separate the 
office from its occupant, and all 


. the disclaimers will not change 


that fact. Second, differing 
views on an issue are properly 
fought out within the executive, 
the council, or the membership 
meetings, where full and open 
debate should permit Prof. 
Brian the opportunity to express 
his views and, of not minor 
importance, listen to the views 
of others.” 
What do you see as dangerous 
in Prof. Brian’s attitude? 
“What | consider to be the 
greatest danger in Prof. Brian’s 
attitude is his conception of the 
role of S@WAUT. SGWAUT, if 
his ideas become reality, will 
articulate the standards of good 
teaching, e.g. “...a conversa- 
tion with the class,” with its 
corollary that “it doesn’t matter 
how good or how well re- 
searched your notes are.” 
SGWAUT will also provide help 
(training session, psychiatric 
care, or what?) for “its members 
who have teaching difficul- 
ties...” and SGWAUT will 
supplement departmental and 
faculty committees and offices 
in developing ways “...to im- 
prove the quality of teaching in 
Sir George”; in effect SG@WAUT - 
as Brian conceives of it - should 
play an important managerial 
role within the University.” 
In what way do you believe 
Michael Brian misconceives 
SGWAUT’s role and what do you 
believe its function to be? 
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“| suggest that Michael Brian 
misconceives the role. of 
SGWAUT and this misconcep- 
tion is at the heart of the dissen- 
sion. The primary function of a 
faculty association is to ensure 
that the administration of the 
university act according to rules 
and regulations which guaran- 
tee equity and due process, and 
which eliminates arbitrary acts 
of will. This function places the 
faculty association in a “watch- 


.dog” and “protective” stance, 


emanating from its adherence 
to principles which can be 
applied both to all of the faculty 
despite its heterogeneity and to 
the University within the con- 
text of provincial politics. Here- 
in lies S@WAUT’s strength and 
credibility. From this arises 
SGWAUT’s ability to recruit 
some of the best members of 
the faculty to give their time and 
energy in salary negotiations, 
grievances, etc.” 


What do you believe the conse- 
quences to be if SGWAUT 
adopts a managerial role? 


“If SGWAUT moves into a 
managerial role, and there are 
indications of such a move- 
ment, specifically the resolu- 
tion of the last S@WAUT council 
meeting concerning the library 
strike alleged to Terry Copp and 
Tony Hilton and now the Mi- 
chael Brian press statement, 
then SGWAUT will necessarily 
have to take sides on substan- 
tive issues, the debate on which 
should properly stay with the 
academic structures of the 
University. This “taking of 
sides” wil be, without a doubt, 
at cost: the cost being, at the 
very least, the ability to recruit 
the active support it needs from 
the membership at large for its 
continued activity.”
